(2) Clook Plant (Pabryka Zegarow) - It employed about 2,000 people 

mostly women. The plant was enclosed by several rows of barbed wire 
and guarded 24 hours a day. It was a military Installation under 
military supervisions Products wore mainly various bomb fuses and 
other similar equipment. In the northeastern part of the plant, 
several underground storages were under striot guard. The entire 
plant area was lighted with large flood lights during hours of 
darkness. 
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(3) Town of Pieszyae. 

(4) Road - About six meters wide, connecting Pieszyae with Dzlerzoniow,

(5) Railroad Line - a double traok running from Swldnloa through 
Dzlerzoniow to Mysa (N 50-30, B 17-20).

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(7) ZWUR Radio Plant (Zaklady Wytwqroza Urzadzan Radiowyoh) - 
oonalated of tifo aeotlona - military and civilian. The military 
aeotion produced various radio receivers for the Polish armed 
forces and was under strict guard. The other section produced 
radio receivers for civilian use, namely the MAZUR and STOLICA, 
and also various spare parts. The plant employed about 3,000 
people, half of whom were women, on three shifts. There was 

a great demand for radio receivers on the Polish oivillan market. 

(8) Asphalt Road - about eight meters wide. In excellent condition, 
leading from Dzlerzonlow to Swldnloa.

ltlOO.OOO Lublin, on whioh is pinpointed the location of an airoraft 
assembly plant and the F8C Truok Plant. Numbers in parentheses below 
refer to numbers on the overlay. 

(1) Truok Plant (Fabryka Samoohodow Ciesarowyoh - FSC) - It 
produoed three-and-one-half ton Lublin trucks. 

(2) Railroad Line - a double traok running from Lublin (N 51-15, 

B 22-34) to Chelm (N 51-08, B 23-30). 
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(3) Road - about six meters wide with a paoked gravel surfaoe. 

(4) Airfield - a small, grassy area used to test airoraft assembled 
at Point (6). 

(5) Rousing Area - consisted of several apartment houses. 

(6) Airoraft Ass embly Area - with one large assembly hall. I 

NXQ*15 airoraft were assembled here from parts 
delivered from an unknown origin point. 
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(7) Road - about eight meters wide. It had a oonorete and asphalt 
surfaoe and led to Chelm.

The plant was known to produo# 
explosive materials. A pre-war Installation, slnoe the war the plant 
had been enlarged and re-equlpped. It had underground Installations 
and supposedly was the largest of Its kind In Poland. At least 2,000 
people were employed on three shifts per day.
